NEW YORK.—If the Battle of Ru s­ 
sia, which to many Americans’ ears 
may be registering only as a dis­ 
tant ru mble 
of 
u npronou nceable 
names of u nfamiliar cities and riv ­ 
ers, were occu rring on the same 
scale in America instead of the So­ 
v iet Union the v astness of the Ru ss- 
Nazi battlegrou nd wou ld strike home 
more thorou ghly . 
Then Chicago wou ld be in the 
place of Moscow, St. Lou is su bsti­ 
tu ted for Stalingrad, and the Ozarks 
seen as the Cau casu s, according to 
the Ru ssian War Relief, Inc., this 
city , the organization designated by 
the President’s War Relief Control 
board to send medical su pplies, 
dru gs, concentrated food, clothing 
and other aid to ou r Ru ssian allies. 
How Dispatch Wou ld Read. 
Su ch a simplified dispatch wou ld 
read: 
CHICAGO —The battle for St. 
Lou is went into its six th week to­ 
day with renewed German attacks 
on a hu ge scale. 
New div isions 
of Germans were reported to be 
assailing the American lines ov er 
thou sands of their own dead. 
No estimate of United States 
casu alties was released, bu t de­ 
fenders of the city were holding 
ou t with a heroism and sacrifice 
bey ond description. 
On the St. Lo uis ba ttle hing es 
co ntro l o f the Mississippi, Amer­ 
ica ’s la st No rth-So uth tra nspo rta ­ 
tio n ro ute. So me idea o f the sig ­ 
nifica nce o f this ro ute ma y be 
o bta ined fro m the fa ct tha t two - 
thirds o f America ’s o il ha s been 
ca rried 
o n 
Mississippi 
ba rg es 
since the lo ss o f mo st o f the ter­ 
rito ry ea st o f the riv er. 
If St. Lou is falls, this artery will 
be sev ered. German strategy then 
probably will be to skirt the foot­ 
hills of the Ozarks and driv e 
ahead to the rich Oklahoma oil 
fields, major sou rce of America’s 
fu el su pply . America wou ld then 
be dependent on oil shipments 
from far-off Britain and Ru ssia, 
with all the attendant shipping dif­ 
ficu lties. 
Medica l Supplies Arriv ing . 
The only bright spot for Amer­ 
icans in today ’s press were a re­ 
port of arriv al at San Francisco of 
a consignment of medical su pplies 
and emergency food req u irements, 
sent by American War Relief of 
Moscow, and news that U. S. 
troops hav e pu shed back the Ger­ 
mans for sev eral miles arou nd 
Chicago, which has been besieged 
for nine months, somewhat reliev ­ 
ing the city ’s position. American 
forces today stand in this desper­ 
ate situ ation: 
The United Sta tes ha s lo st mo st 
o f the Ea stern sta tes, with their 
g rea t industria l pla nts—including 
three-fifths o f the iro n o re snpply 
a nd ha lf the pig iro n pro ductio n 
ca pa city , a la rg e po rtio n o f the 
co a l mining industry a nd ma ny o f 
the na tio n’s la rg est ta nk, tra ck, 
pla ne a nd a rms fa cto ries.

Another 40 million were ev acu ­ 
ated westward, along with indu s­ 
trial eq u ipment, machinery , farm 
tools, and su pplies—ev en inclu ding 
one whole blast fu rnace. 
As a resu lt of the migration, it 
Is believ ed agricu ltu ral produ ction 
this y ear will be su fficient to keep 
Americans fed throu gh the coming 
winter, thou gh on a lower lev el 
than formerly . 
Despite su ch hardships, there is 
no sign that Americans hav e lost 
any of their determination to fight 
to v ictory . 
Two-thirds of the 
women in u noccu pied America are 
working for the war effort as 
mu ch as 12 and 13 hou rs a day — 
20 million of them in agricu ltu re, 
19 million in indu stry , and 11 mil­ 
lion in the au x iliary army serv ­ 
ices. 
Resto ring Wo unded to Actio n. 
One of the amazing things abou t 
this war has been the record set 
by the American Army Medical 
serv ices. Sev enty per cent of the 
wou nded hav e been restored to 
action, and the su rgeon general 
ex pects this figu re to rise abov e 
8 0 per cent, only 1.5 per cent of 
the wou nded hav e died.

howev er, that this record can be 
kept u p only if there is a steady 
stream of medical and su rgical 
su pplies from the ou tside world, 
for the v ast nu mber of casu alties 
has drained reserv es of these v ital 
goods.
